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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 14, line 4, it is unclear what is meant by "the neighboring node is 
determined as a function of a network topology of the transport network". Applicant is 
requested to reference the specification so mete and bound can be determined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Izawa et al 
U.S. Patent Number 6,477,141. 

Re Claim 13, fig. 1 teaches Start/Stop Setting 6 that receives ATM cells and 
transmits copies quality monitoring cells (See fig. 2) (a signaling packet) to ATM switch 
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sections 3 & 4 to Selector 17 (receiving multiple copies). The path VPI/VCI (a received 
packet identifier) to be monitored is specified from the header (See col. 3, lines 32-45), 
wherein the Counters perform counting (calculating a counter value) based on the 
VPIA/CI information. Then the Control section 5 compares the count value of the 
multiples copies of the quality monitoring cells to determine the quality of the 
communication lines (See col. 4, lines 6-25) whereby the selector 17 selects the quality 
monitoring cell (one signaling packet) from at least one of the ATM switch sections and 
the quality comparison. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 15-17, 21 and 38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

In combination with claims 13 and 38, prior art fails to teach the signaling packet 
identifier is conveyed in an additional shim header of a MPLS packet.
